$90,000 
cut in city 
revenue?

ALBANY — City Ad- 
ministrator William Haden 
expects Albany to be $90,000 
poorer next year — because 
of Prop. 13 and despite the 
state’s recent allocation of 
emergency funds to the city. 

“We are thankful for the 
State funds, whatever the to- 
tal. But they do not restore 
the city finances to what 
they were before Prop. 13,” 
Haden said. 

State funding was re- 
ported to be $299,000. 

The city administrator 
expressed concern that 
local citizens and city staff 
may be misled by the state 
funding announcement into 
thinking program cuts are 
not necessary. 

“We had a serious prob- 
lem this year which was met 
in part by cutting programs 
and staff. And it will get 
worse in future years, even 
with additional state bail- 
out funding,” he predicted 


~ “Haden explained that the” 


State’s estimate of $299,000 
emergency funding for Al- 
bany does not take into con- 
sideration that nearly 
$60,000 will be cut from that 
figure. This is because the 
city’s “ending balance” last 
June was over the 
maximum allowed under 
state guidelines. One-third 
of that coverage, or $60,000, 
is deducted from the 
$299,000 coming to Albany, 
he said.

ALBANY — Albany rep- 
resentatives of the Bureau 
of the Census will conduct a 
survey in this area during 
the week of Sept. 18 to 23, to 
determine the extent people 
have been immunized 
against selected diseases, 
John E. Tharaldson, direc- 
tor of the bureau’s regional 
office in Seattle, announced 
oday. 

The survey is conducted 
pee the U.S. every 
year to provide information 
on immunization against 
measles, influenza, polio, 
diphtheria, whooping 
cough, tetanus, rubella, and 
mumps needed for ad- 
ministration of health prog- 
rams geared to disease 
prevention. These health 

uestions are in addition to 
the usual ones asked in the 
monthly survey on 
employment and un- 
employment conducted 
nationwide by the Bureau 
for the U.S. Department of 
Labor. 

Results of the monthly 
employment survey pro- 
vide data on conditions in 
the labor force, prime indi- 
cators of the economic 
health of the country. For 
example, in July the survey 
indicated that of the 100.6 
million men and women in 
the civilian labor force, 94.4 
million were employed.

sociations in the state have 
lied about their background 
in order to get their licenses 
to race, but as yet little has 
been done to clean up the 
racing game. 

In addition to the auditor 
general’s findings on offic- 
ers, directors and partners, 
it discovered that 23 per- 
cent of the jockeys had lied 
to get their licenses, and 
that eight percent of the 
trainers and harness driv- 
ers had lied on their appli- 
cations to the California 
Horseracing Board. The fi- 
gures were all taken from 
the 1975 racing season. 

The California Horse 
Racing Board is the govern- 
ing body for all racing in 
California. The board con- 
sists of members appointed 
by the governor. It licenses 
and sanctions every par- 
ticipant in horse racing, de- 
signates racing dates, col- 
lects the state’s share of re- 
venues, and acts as a 
quasi-judicial body. 

But the probers in the au- 
ditor general’s office found 
that the California Horse 
Racing Board has not made 
a recommendation to the 
governor’s office since 1960 
over changes in the opera- 
tion of horse racing in the 
State. 

Three years ago two win- 
ning thoroughbreds at Gol- 
den Gate Fields failed to 
pass their tests, showing 
the presence of drugs in 
their system through urine 
samples.

case fined $300: each. But 
losing bettors got no refund. 

Also, three years ago, a 
fine Argentine import was 
discovered entered under 
another name, and was 
barely scratched before 
race time at Bay Meadows. 
The horse’s record in the 
racing form was agtually 
for another animal of only 
mediocre ability. 

There was also the alle 
gation by the auditor’s 
probing that automated 
parimutuel machines, long 
thought to be the answer to 
legalized betting in the 
state, can be tampered with 
so that cash received at one 
betting window is not in- 
cluded in the closing tallies 
that determine odds on a 
given race horse. 

The governor’s office has 
been contacted several 
times over some explana- 
tion on the inaction, par- 
ticularly since ov. 
Brown’s chief aide and the 
head of his campaign for 
re-election, Gary Davis, 
served on the Horse Racing 
Board for more than two 
years. 

But spokesmen for the 
governor referred the mat- 
ter to Davis, the administ- 
ration’s horse racing ex- 
pert, and Davis declined to 
discuss it. 

In an era when dollars 
are scarce due to Jarvis- 
Gann, the auditor general’s 
study claims that while 
California received $91 
million in revenue from 
racing in 1975, if tax laws 
that exist in Illinois, New 
York, New Jersey, and Ohio 
were applied here, the in- 
crease in revenue would be 
$38 million, $10 million, and 
$10 million, respectively. 

In addition, the study 
takes dead aim at the laxity 
of the board to check 
applicants for racin 
licenses with the Bureau o} 
Identification of the U.S. 
Department of Justice. The 
board has claimed a lack of 
adequate budget, saying 
that it costs $6 to check out 
each application. 

But the auditor’s report 
notes that of 15,260 applica- 
tions in 1971, 2,693 of them 
were checked through 
Washington; of 16,786 
licenses issued in 1972, 
some 3,237 were checked; 
of 17,416 licenses issued in 
1974, only 1,249 were 
checked; and of 18,172 
licenses issued. in 1975, only 
15 bothered the board 
enough to check out through 
Washington.

The dates, which 
run concurrently,, are con- 
trolled by Bay Area Sports 
Enterprises (BASE), which 
owns the major stock in 
both Tanforan and Pacific. 
But instead of paying the 
state on the graduated scale 
set up for one entity racing 
in California, BASE pays 
the state as two separate 
entities. The total gambling 
handle at Pacific racing 
days in 1975 was $61,994,954 
of which $3,800,669 went to 
the state. Comparable fi- 
gures at Tanforan were 
$61,441,296 and $3,764,405. 
» If these racing associa- 
tions were taxed as one en- 
tity, the state reportedly 
would have received 
$7,980,692 in 1975. But as 
separate entities, Pacific 
and Tanforn paid only 
$7,565,074, a saving to them 
of $415,618, or 5.5 percent. 
From 1975 to the present, 
these taxes were computed 
as two entities, losing the 
state increased tax re- 
venues each year. These 
facts also have been well- 
known to the governor’s of- 
fice for two years, but no 
action has been taken. 
The auditor general’s re- 
ort also finds fault with the 
ong tradition of having rac- 
ing officials such as ste- 
wards, veterinarians, and 
horse identifiers attempt to 
supervise their own 
employers (the race track) 
in the name of the state. 
The report stresses the 
importance of these posts in 
the assurance of honesty in 
racing, and suggests they 
be hired directly by the 
state rather than individual 
racing associations at each 
track.
